Well I 
hate war, but I should not be for con- 
cluding a peace with any man or any 
nation whose sole stock-in-trade 
seems to be to take what is wanted by 
the brute force of arms. If that sort 
of a man or nation ever gained con- 
trol of this earth, God help the earth.

is trying to get control of the world 
by the force of arms. That is 
the reason those who believe 
in God, in the right of every 
nation to rule itself according 
to its own desires, must fight.

Now there are two ways to view 
this death propositon. You can look 
upon it as an absolutely irreparable 
loss, or you can look upon it as a 
wonderful gain. I like to look upon 
it as a wonderful gain. For while the 
passing may be hard to take, the 
true realization of what death really 
is, should make one very happy. For 
one thing is sure—at death... We 
know. 

As long as we manifest on the 
earth as physical beings, the only 
things we can know about the Realm 
of the Spirit of God are the things 
which are revealed to us as we keep 
close to God, and learn who and what 
God is. But then . . . when the last 
bell has been tolled, and when we 
lay aside these earthly weapons of 
ours, then—We shall know fully, and 
I have an idea it will be a wonderful 
knowledge.

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second of the two views I mentioned 
before, there isn’t much sting to 
death. 

I don’t believe there is any sting 
to the one passing. When I say 
“sting? I mean sting to those who 
are left—our loved ones etc. If we 
look upon death as a permanent part- 
ing, with the loved one doomed to 
stand before “the judgment bar of 
God”; there to take a chance on not 
being found worthy to enter the 
Kingdom of Heaven, then, of course, 
death holds lots of horrors. The 
thoughts of our loved ones being in 
such a precarious position should 
drive most of us insane. That is, if 
we believe that, which few of us do. 
But if, on the other hand, we look 
upon death as an entrance into the 
Realm of God in which all things 
are made plain, then, of course, under 
such circumstances, death can hold 
no terrors for us. 


Death comes under one of two 
headings. It’s either the last we ever 
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know of anything, or, it’s the opening 
of the door into a new realm of life, 
different from any realm we 
have known to date. Personally, I 
think there is a halfway mark to 
death the experience called death. I 
don’t believe it’s complete oblivion. 
Nor do I think we may not know 
while on the earth, something of the 
glories of life beyond the tomb. You 
see, there is but one Spirit of Life— 
God. That Spirit is the life we live 
here and now. What this physical 
body has to do with it is beside the 
point here. The motivating element is 
God. Now then, whether we live in 
the body or out of the body, the life 
is God. That life never can die. It, of 
course, Life, and life is life and 
not death in any sense of the word. 
So then, it must be, and is, still life 
—still God—regardless of whether 
that life is manifesting in a human 
body or not. The loss of the human 
cody only means the absence of the 
human vehicle through which God, 
as life manifested in that body.

That does not necessarily mean 
that all that body with the Life Prin- 
ciple in it, is completely annihilated.

files are full of them, and from tim 
to time I give these cases to you jj 
this magazine. This proves that Goi 
the inhabiting Life-Spirit, is mug 
more powerful than the body in whid 
God dwells, does it not? This being 
the case, shall we not then concen: 
trate, not on the physical body, bu 
rather on the Life-Spirit which give 
life to that body. 

As the receptacle through whieh 
God operates, we should keep this 
body in the best physical shape, for 
it is through this body physical life 
is transmitted to others.

HE life of the one in tune with 

the Infinite Spirit of God is a 
life of rather varied emotions.

the Spirit of God is now operating. I 
make that statement of fact.
